OF LEAD AND GOPPER

LOCAL PEOPLE TO FEEL EF-
FECT OF EUROPEAN WAR
ON THIS ACCOUNT.

110 TO 20 PER CENT

Sullivan Hardwave Co. Has Been
Advised of Rire—Affect
Plumbing Supplies.

Mr. Chas. S. Sullivan stated yes-
terdny morning that there had been
a tremendous increase In price iIn
all lead and galvanized and copper
goods. In some instances the n-
crease Is sald to be &8s much as 10
fo 20 per cent.

The Sulllvan Hardware company
hes recelved two telegrams. from con-
cerns from which they buy these sup-
plies, advising them that there was an
advance from 10 to 18 2-3 per cent on
ammunition, lead supplies, galvaniz-
ed ware and copper goods. It was
also stated that it was almost im-
possible to get lead at any price.
Mr. Sullivan stated yesterday that
they had been selling these goods at
retall cheaper than they could now
buy them at wholesale.

This increase {8 supposed to be
caused by the present war in Europe
and ‘it has also bheen mentioned that
probably the United States has put
in an order for a large supply of am-
munition. It s not known whether
the prices will go higher or not but
in all probabllity they will,

This is one of the direct effects of
the war that will be felt by local
people. It means thst all ammuni-
tion will be high and all lead and
copper goods. But most important
of all is the effect that it will have on
the plumber's supplies. The price of
all lead and galvinized pipes will he

greatly increased and this alone will,

affect thpe neople generally.

When it is known that Sullivan
Hardware company purchases about
£26,000 worth of ammunition a vear,
it can be seen what effect this in-
crease will have on their business.
